The procession was 
lead by the Ada band, followed by 
the color bearer, firing squad and 
escort. Directly following the body 
was a squad of sailors followed by 
the chaplain and legion post com-

Then came a long line of soldiers 
marching in a column of squads, 
going before relatives and friends. 
The procession left the home on 
Bast Seventh street, came south on 
Center avenue to Main street, and 
west on Main street through the 
heart of the business district to 
Johnston avenue.
